GARDENING NOTES 


By “Evergreen” 

The cultivation of cacti and 
other succulents has become ex- 
tremely popular during the last 
few years with such keen inter- 
est im growing indoor plants, 
many cacti and succulents are 
being grown for this purpose. 
There are many gardeners and 
-indoor plant enthusiasts who can 
not distinguish the difference be- 
tween cacti and other succulents, 
For those who do not know the 
difference this may be of some 
help, 

Cacti are definitely American 
and must have areoles, that is 
spine-bearing organs on the ribs 
or body of the plant. These 
species may have many spines 
or, as in some species, very few 
or none at all. 

Succulents, on the other hand, 
may be native to any part of 
the world, and the term is ap- 
Plied to any plant which can 
withstand dry or arid conditions 
for a fairly long period. The 
highly succulent forms are usual- 
ly of African origin, and run 
into thousands. 

The conditions under which 
cacti will grow is.naturally very 
variable, and quite a number 
grow in tropical forests, whilst 
others grow high up in the 
mountains and endure winter 
snows. Another class of cacti 


“ grow under very arid conditions 


in the deserts. In‘ selecting 
eacti for the sunny window or 
the rock garden, easy-to-grow 
species should be chosen. These 
could be selected from the popu- 
lar Mammillaria, a small type 
of cactus, and probably one of 
the easiest for the average per- 
son to grow. In this genus, 
which contains several hundreds 
of varieties, there are clustering 
types and others which remain 
solitary more or less al their 
lives, 

Among the clustering species 
several stand out as” being easy 
to grow, and most of these are 
extremely pretty, either in flow- 
ers or spine coloring. Mam. 
fragilis, a small. quickly-cluster- 
ing plant with short. white 
spines and creamy yellow flow- 
ers, would possibly be the easiest 
for the average novice to grow. 

This little plant can stand a 
lot of neglect and still remain 
pretty and interesting: 

Other species very similar in 
habit and easy to grow are: 

Mam. prolifera, whitish spines 
and yellow + flowers; Mam. 
erythrosperma, long brownish 
spines, one of which is usually 


hooked, and flowers are dark 
red and very showy. 

There are so many Mammil- 
larias that it would be impossible 
to list them ail here, however, 
a@ few others usually seen in col- 
Jections are: M.- zeilmannia, a 
pretty little species with hooked 
Spines and reddish flowers. 
Maims. kunzeana and chelhasei, 
both with pinkish striped flowers 
Mams. Wildii and pygmae, yel- 
lowish hooked spines and creamy 
yellow flowers. 

Among the hardier-bodied 
Mams,’ there are many to choose 
from. M. bombycina has whitish 
radials spines and brownish hook 
ed centrals, flowers are pink. All 
varieties of M. magnimamma are 


easy to grow and flowers range , 


from creamy white to rosy pur- 
ple. Spines ae usually few, often 
Slightly curved, with one spine 
usually much longer than the 
others. M. compress is another 
desirable plant, and three forms 
of this species are usually seen. 
Flowers are pink and spines fair- 
ly long. As @ rule, this plant is 


should consist of plenty of coarse 
river sand to ensure good drain- 
age.
